SAFAD. — President Ephraim Ka- 
tzir and Deputy Premier Yigal 
Allon needed a police escort to get 
out of the cemetery here yesterday 
after angry demonstrators prevented 
them from speaking at the funeral 
for 18 local victims of the terrorist 
outrage at Mae’alot, Quieter demon- 
strations marked the funerals held 
at Ma‘alot, Hatzor and Elifelet for 


.the remaining victims of the mas- 


Sacre. 

Mr. Katzir's and Mr. Allon's at- 
tempts to express the state’s sym- 
pathy for the bereaved families 
were drowned out by angry young- 
sters shouting “Israel isa rest home 
for terrorists," “terrorists to the 
gallows” and similar slogans at the 
tops of their voices, Appeais to them 
to respect the dead and to listen 
to the messages of the national 
leaders were fruitless, An irate 
crowd surged forward, broke 
through the police cordon and cut 
the funeral rites short as scon as 
the coffins hed been lowered into 
the graves. 

The mood had run in the 
town as the identities of the vic- 
tims, all in the 15 to 17 age group, 
were established and the news cou- 
veyed to the families. Bereaved 
parents, their neighbours and 
friends exchanged stories of how 
even pupils who had not wanted to 
go on the trip, or whose families 
lad not approved, had been urged 


to go. 

At 4 p.m. the coffins, wrapped 
in the state flag. were borne on 
command cars from the Government 
Hospital to the cemetery. Graves 
had been dug not far from those 
of the children of Avivim, murdered 
three years ago in their schoolbuy 
by Arab terrorists. 

Helicopters flew back and forth 
over the closely guarded route as 
the funeral procession of more 
than 10,000 people made its way 
to the cemetery. In addition to the 
bereaved families, President Katzir 
and Deputy Premier Allon, the 
procession included Knesset Mem- 
bers, Sephardi Chief Rabbi Ovadia 
Yosef, Safad Mayor Abaron Nah- 
mias and Town Council members, 
Jocal rabbis, a Histadrut delega- 
tion headed by Secretary-General 
Yeruham Meshel, and army and 
police personnel. 

The funeral service was marred 
from the beginning by the shouts 
of the young people present. After 


an army cantor recited psalms and 
kaddish in unison with the parents 
of the dead, Army ‘Chaplain Tat- 
ΑΙ Gad Navon spoke on ἃ note 
of pain and contempt of the terror- 
ists striking at young children, “We 
shall overcome the schemes of these 
murderers," he warned. : 

It was then that the funeral ad- 
dresses were to have been held, 
and that part of the crowd lost its 
self-control and overcame the pro- 
tective ring of police, which in the 
end had no choice but to hustle 
the President and Deputy Prime 
Minister back to their cars. 

The crowd dispersed, but the 
grief-stricken parents remained for 
@ long while, many of them pros- 
trate and inconsolable at the graves 
ef their children. 

In Safad as in all the towns and 
villages which held funerals for the 
Ma‘alot victims, shops and offices 
were closed in the afternoon. At 
about three o'clock the afternoon 
was punctuated by the roar of 
groups of Air Force planes passing 
overhead to and from Fatah Land 
in southern Lebanon.

Since 
they wore Israeli army umiforms, 1 
thought they were ours and smiled. 
I imagined they had also heard the 
Shot and that it had brought them 
to the scene to find out. 

“I went down to the ground floor 
to look for my brother Gabi. Only 
he and another teacher were sleep- 
ing there. Both teachers, Pinhas 
Walnin and Zion Cohen, realized 
that terrorists were In the building, 
and they fled, leaving me behind. 

The terrorists told me to raise 
my hands and orderei me to take 
them to other pupils. I refused and 
they threatened to shoot me to- 
gether with the others. I thought 1 
might just as well die with the 
others. The Arabs sent us all into 
one hall, put explosive charges on 
the desks and laid wires into all 
the rooms. 

They took us out in groups of 
six and put us along the windows. 
We were told not to move and not 
to go even into the toilets. Two of 
them spoke words of comfort; 
another was gross and offensive. 
They shot at the feet of Mahlouf 
Bitton who then fainted (he was 
later released by the terrorists). 
They said we would leave unharmed 
at 6 after the French and Ruma- 
nlan Ambassadors turned up. Oné 
of us, Ya‘acov Kabbala, (who was 
kiled later by the terrorists) serv- 
ed as an Arabic translator. 

When the shooting started just 
before 6 p.m. the Arabs set off a 
hand which idlled Ya‘acov.

Kiryat Shmona alarm 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
KIRYAT SHMONA. — An alarm 
was raised here at 6 a.m. yesterday 
following the discovery of 
the tracks of two men, at the Le- 
banese border, on the hilis between 
Margaliot and Manara. The security 
services thought it possible that the 
tracks were made by terrorists bent 
on another attack, and Kiryat 
Shmoua was warned as a security 
precaution. The alarm was called off 
at noon, when it was established 
that no terrorists were involved. 

Loudspeaker trucks drove through 
the town warning the residents not 
to send their children to school, not 
to leave thelr homes to go to work 
and mot to open their doors to un- 
_ identified callers. 

The town’s emergency § services, 
Haga civil defence, Magen David 
Adom and fire fighters were imme- 
diately mobilised. A helicopter ecan- 
ned the area, and army and border 
police units carried out searches. 
The town's approaches were closed 
by barriers and soldiers took up po- 
sitions at vital points, By noon, after 
‘the alarm was called off, life return- 
ed to normal. 

In the morning, representatives of 
Druse and Arab villages in Western 
Galilee gathered at Tarshtha — the 
Arab village adjoining Ma'alot — 
and strongly condemned “the hide- 
ous crime perpetrated at Ma‘alot.” 

‘The representatives —- who came 
from the villages Mi'ltya, Fassuta, 
Hurfeish, Yanuh, Sammu'i and Pe- 
dd'In — joined representatives of the 
joint Tarshiha-Ma‘alot Local Coun- 


ΟἹ in the hope that the massacre ἡ 


avould not undermine the good rela- 
tions between Arabs and Jews in 
the area. 

They also stressed the need to 
make the Israeli public aware of the 
“difference between murderers and 
ettizens who have proven their loy- 


alty to the State on more than one 
occasion,” ° 

The Ma‘alot townsfolk reacted 
with strong emotions to Wednes- 
day's massacre. Above the entrance 
to the local council office were pos- 
ters reading “death penalty for the 
terrorists" and “separation from 
Tarshtha.” People in the streets 
complained that security arrange- 
ments had been “ἃ conrplete flop,” 
and asked questions that reflected 
their doubts about the competence 
of the authorities. 


The Local Council, aware of the 
public mood, met again last night. 
A poster was distributed to those 

from the funeral. urging 
them to attend an emergency meet- 
ing called by an action committee; 
the names of the committee's mem- 
bers were not mentioned.

Parents threaten boycott —

TEL AVIV. — The government has 
finally decided to place a contract 
for 1,000 dwelling units with 2 
Yugoslav construction firm, Housing 
Minister Rabinowitz announced here 
yesterday. 

The dwellings will be ready after 
eight months, while local cantractors 
need two years for completing such 
a job, Mr. Rabinowitz said. The 
four-storey houses will be built in 
several localities. The cost has not 
yet been finally worked out, but 
is expected to be not higher than 
that of local contractors. A three- 
room flat should cost from 185,000 
to 190,000. 

The decision to invite the Yugo- 
Slav contractor has been taken both 
in order to speed up residential] con- 
struction, and to set an example 
for local builders, the Minister said. 
He stressed, that use of precast 
construction elements does not ap- 
preciably shorten the building per- 
jod, because the major problem is

Haim Yahil 
dies at 69

Dr. Haim Yeahil, former direcior- 
general of the Foreign Ministry and 
chairman of the Brosdcasting 
Authority, died yesterday after a 
toug illness. He was 69. The fu- 
neral will leave the Ministry in 
Jerusalem at 11 am. today for 
the Har Hamenuhot cemetery in 
Jerusalem. 


Born in Czechoslovakia, Dr. Yahil 
studied political science et the uni- 
versities of Prague and Vienna, and 
immigrated to Israel in 1929. After 
World War Τί, he served as consul 
in Germany and head of the Minis- 
try’s Information Department. From 
1956-59, he was Israel's ambassador 
to Sweden, Norway and Iceland. 


He was appointed director-general 
of the Foreign Ministry in 1960 
and later was the first chairman of 
the Broadcasting Authority. In re- 
cent years, after retiring, he worked 
for the cause of the Land of Israel 
Movement. 


Dr. Yahil is survived by his wife, 


Dr. Leni Yahil, a historian of the 
Holecaust period, and a son.

Schmidt elected Chancellor; 


down-to-earth policy expected

BONN. -— Social Democrat Hei- 
mut Schmidt was elected Chancel- 
lor of West Germany by a com- 
fortable majority of parliament 
yesterday, and afterwards for- 
mally sworn into his new office. 
The vote for 56-year-old Mr. 
Schmidt was 267 of the 492 de- 
puties present in the 496-member 
Bundestag. This gave him 18 votes 
more than the absolute majority of 
249 avhich he needs to contro! the 

legislature, 

Jt also meant that Mr. Schmidt, 
a tough-talking party conservative 
from Hamburg, has the overwhelm- 
ing support of his left-liberal coali- 
tion of 271 deputies. 

‘However, observers calculate that 
at least three rebeis in Mr. Schmidt’s 
ranks side with the Christian De- 
moecrats, to bring the total opposi- 
tion vote against him to 225. 

‘Mr. Schmidt will dellver his offi- 
eial statement of policy to the 
Bundestag today, However, the out- 


lines of his new down-to-earth ap- 
preach are already clear. 

He has put together a Cabinet 
dominated by pragmatic, Socialist 
professionals with close ties with 
the labour unions, whose support 
he needs to win national elections 
two years from now. 


Except, perhaps, for his bright by

LISBON (Reuter). — Portugal's 
new provisional civilian govern- 
ment — including Communist and 
Socialist leaders —- took over 
yesterday with the mission of 
restoring democracy and achiev-

‘The government, headed 
by Prime Minister Adelino da Palma 
Carlos, a 69-year-old taw professor, 
was sworn in at the Belem presi- 
dential palace against-2 background 
of labour unrest and potential policy 
clashes. :

Of course, a 
change in income tax rates cannot 
euré our economic malaise, but one 
should not underestimate its reme- 
dial effect. 

According to reliable estimates, a 
widening of the tax base (Le. inclu- 
sion of ail the special allowances 
and tax-preferred fringes in taxable 
income) would enable us to reduce 
the marginal tax rate for middle- 
class incomes — crucial for the|- 
country’s economic performance — 
to 35 per cent, if not less, ie.
